U.S. beefs up forces in Persian Gulf

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WASHINGTON — The Clinton admin- 
istradon dispatched another 5,000 Aroy 
troops to Kuwait on Friday to man scores 
of tanks and armored vehicles, raising its 
show of force .against -Iraq’s Saddam 
Hussein. 

The troops were to be airlifted this 
weekend from Fort Hood, Texas. Tlte air- 
lift, combined with a second aircraft car- 
rier task force already cn route to the 
. Persian Gulf, will raise the U.S. presence 
in the Persian Gulf to about 32,000. 

Pentagon spokesman Kenneth Bacon 
. said the dispatch of the troops was not a - 
but one part of a package of steps put 
together days ago by the president’s 
nadonol security team. “Every decision 
that’s been executed this week was made 
a week ago today and we’ve just been 
following through with a deployment 
plan to' strengthen our deterrent forces 
In th.e.aigaj^’^cpn.sald in.an In|.cjyiow. 

The troop deployment was iinnounuH ’ ' 
hours after Saddam's offer to stop target- 
ing UA jets flying over Iraq. The jets are 
patrolling a no-fly zone expanded lost 
week after Saddam moved forces against 
his own Kurdish populadon in the north.

WASHINGTON — The Clinton admin- 
istration sent two dozen diplomatic .secu- 
rity agents to Haiti Friday to help pro- 
tect President Rene Prcvol, whose own 
guard force is about to be purged of 
agents suspected of participating in . 
political murders, senior administration 
officials said. 

The expected houscclcaning of the 
presidential security force in Haiti vindi- 
cates conservative Republicans in 
Congress, who have been complaining 
for that U.S. aid funds were being clian- 
noted to Haitian groups suspected of 
involvement in politick assassinations. 
GOP legislators have tried doggedly to 
devalue one of President Clinton’s 
proudest achievements, the restoration 
of democratic rule in Haiti, by citing cor- 
ruption and violence in the current govi 
emmem there. ; 

Administration officials said there is a' 
more positive side to Preval’s dedsion to' 
purge his security force. “It's part of a" 
pattern in which we see Preval trying to 
strengdien Haitian institutions,” a State 
Department official said. 

They also acknowledged, however, 
that nearly two years after Clinton sent 
U.S. troops to oust Haiti's military rulers 
and restore democratic government, 
Haiti remains a violence-prone, corrupt 
nation whose institutions of government 
are fragile at best, despite the expendi- 
ture of tens of millions of dollars in U.S.

Officials estimate as many as 
30,000 polygamists practice their 
beliefs in Utah and surrounding 
Western states. ' 

But Joseph’s stamina for the 
opinionateo discourse be loves is 
fading.

“You’re seeing him at his 
best," says wife Elizabeth, an 
attorney who wants Joseph’s 
legacy recorded. 

This August day at the Joseph 
compound, like aU Sundays now, 
starts with a breakfast for Joseph 
and his wives only. He dictated 
the new tradition after doctors 
said the t^ccr had spread from 
his colon to his liver — an often 
fotal condition. 

As the minute hand ticks post 
10 n_m. and still no Joseph, sever- 
al of his wives good-naturedly 
chide their husband for robbing 
them of their only morning to 
slccpin, 

“It was his idea, after aU,” says 
Boudicca as Joanna fills mugs 
with coffee. 

In her immaculate house — 
most of the wives have their own 
homes — Margaret sets out 
—pitchers of juice and platters of. 
bacon, eggs, pastry and fruit. 

When a thin and graying 
Joseph saunters in at 10:15,.sev- 
eral of the wives slip over to the 
ashtray to put out their ciga- 
rettes. 

They take a’ place at the 
extendi dining tabic, set for 10: 
Joseph, his ei^t wives and his 
mother, Thelma Joseph, who 
moved to Big Water after 
Joseph’s diagnosis. 

Conversation flows easily, 
fnm the 4^ club’s connibutioas 
to the Ifvml fair, to the v^ctables 
and fruits each wife'^is growing 
and willing to share, and finally 


to Big Water’s only grade school 

“Can 1 bear it ^m the horse’s 
mouth?” says Boudicca, directly 
all eyes to Joseph. ' 

“Are the Idds going to school 
tomorrow?” 

It's a touchy question and has 
been for years. 

It goes back to Joseph’s gener- 
al distrust of bureaucracies and ' 
the fo^/s worries about inade- 
quate resources and substandard, 
teaching, in the upper grades. 
Fort of the reason, they say, is 
the Kane County Sdiool Board’s 
dicd.nin for Joscph and the com- 
muni^s three other polygamous 
families. 

In protest, their sev^ School- 
aged children 14 others 4ire 
grown didn’t attend the first 
week of school at Big Water. Ibe 
coming week, Joseph rules, the 
four cicmentary-agc Idds can go 
“if they want to." 

The older children likely will 
attend mid^e and high school in 
nearby Page, Ariz. 

That decision made and break- 
fast over, the wives clear the 
cable. Several eager children 
peering throu^'tbe door's lace 
curtains are allowed in. 

Big Water is pretty much 
Joseph’s town. A California 
native, be homesteaded here in 
the late 1970s. Formerly known 
as Glen Canyon City, a boom- 
town during the building of Glen 
Canyon Dam bn the Colorado 
]^ver. Big Water was renamed in 
1983 after Joseph led on incorpo- 
ration drive. 

He was named the dty’s first 
mayor and was re-elected in 1986 
and 1990. 

He has effectively run the 
town since, whether holding the 
title of mayor or not, says Big 
Water residi^c Margaret Tucker. 
She and her husband, Earl, have 
criticized the Joseph “clan" in 
the pasi for leaping a strangle- 
hold on all city business.

Wall Street to record highs

WASHINGTON — Reports showing 
modest retail sales and steady, consumer 
prices sent the stock market soaring to 
record levels as relieved investors became 
convinced the Federal Reserve won’t 
raise interest rates this month. 

The Commerce Department reported 
Friday that despite strong back-to-school 
demand, overall retail sales barely 
budged in August, rising by just 0.2 per* 
cent, far below cxi^ctadons. 

Meanwhile, the Labor Dc{)arcmcnt 
reported that iu Consumer Price Index 
rose a tiny 0.1 percent, reflecting big 
dc^ncs in clothing and energy costs. 

Reacting to the two reports, the bond 
market staged its biggest onc^y rally in 


more than a month while the Dow Jones 
industrial average shot up more than 60 
points, pushing the Dow above the 5, 800- 
mark for the first time in history. 

The Dow rose 66.58 points to 5,838.52, 
smashing its previous best close, 5,778.00, 
set May 22. For the week. Wall Street’s 
best-known indicator climbed 178.66 
points, a gain of more than 3 percent. 

In less than two months since the mar- 
ket’s harrowing puUbadc on inflation and 
corporate profit worries, the barometer of 
30 big U.S. companies has rebounded by 
more than 650 points, or 12 1^2 percent 

Ihe rally alM boosted the Standard St 
Poor’s list of 500 larger companies to its 
first new high since May, rising 9.41 to 
680.54. The NYSE’s composite index rose 
3.97 to 363.70.

WASHINGTON — Those complex and 
confusing car lease contracts would be 
boiled down to single page, in simple 
language, under a proposal before the 
■ Federal Reserve Board, officials said 
Friday. 

The Fed is expected to act next 
We^esday, requiring car dealers to dis- 
dose new details about leases on a sin- 
gle sheet. The goal is to improve con- 
sumer understanding of the deal, said 
Robert McKew, general counsel for the 
American Financial Services 
Association. 

But' a leading consumer activist, 
Janice Shields of U.S. Public Interest 
Research Group, said the ndcs don't go 
for enough, since they won’t help con- 
sumers in the most basic decision: 
whether to buy or lease a new car.

“If you’re told a monthly doHot 
amount for a lease and dollar amount 
for a loan, they’re not comparable," , 
Shidds said. 

“Consumers will make a decision on 
what fits their budget and they might 
not realize theyYc paying 24 percent to 
30 percent rate with a lease and they 
will not have a car at the end." 

McKew, whose' group represents 
major auto flnance companies, said the 
one-page sheet will accompany the 
longcr,.formal leasing contract 

"It will be a very straightforward, 
mathematic progression sbovring where 
the starting point is and ending point 
is,” ho said. 

. The new rules will affect millions of 
' consumers, since leasing accounts for 
about one-quarter of new car sales. 

Details of the final rules won't be 
available undl next week’s meeting, Fed 


spokesman Joseph Coyne said. '

. the issue of disclosing a lease in terms of 
on percentage rate, or APR. 

“An APR will di^ose any abuses," 
Shidds said, such as excessive payments 
at the beginning or condusion of 
thclease. 

McKew, who has been involved in the 
three-year rulemaking pixxxss, said be 
was briefed by Fed within the lost 
month about the new simplified lease 
disclosures. 

The new rules would compel car deal- 
ers to spell out the basic price of the car, 
insurance and lease fees that are part of 
the total cost on which the monthly pay- 
ments arc based. Also required be 
disclosure of other important elements 
of the lease, racb os assumed depreda- 
tion choigcs and a vehicle’s remaining 
value at the end of its lease.

BOISE (AP) — Democratic 
U.S. Senate challenger Walk

County would make families 
pay for jailed juveniles 


IDAHO FALLS (APj — 
Bonneville County officials hope 
to bring in up to $100,000 per 
year under a hew program allow- 
ing judges to order juveniles and 
their families to pay for incarcer- 
ation and probadoa 

' But pffid^ say the goal isn’t 
money. It’s to get parents more 
involved with their problem chil- 
dren, and to make it clear to 
juveniles. that breaking the law 
canbccosUy. 

The resolution given final 
approval on Wednesday allows 
the county to charge up to $93 
per day if an offender must be 
held at the St Anthony juvenile 
detention center. That’s nearly 
$3,000 per month. 

Judges can also assess $20 for 
each month a juvenile is on pro- 
bation and the same charge for 
youth enrolled in county diver- 
sion programs. - . 

Judges have the disaction to 
impose no fees or lower amounts. 
Some judges already are charg- 
ing families for their children’s 


incarceration in St Anthony.

TWIN FALLS - A correctional officer 
learned shortly before Donald Shriver’s ' 
release from prison last-montb-that . 
Shriver had threatened to kill a child, a 
prison ofildal said Friday. 

.But Shriver's threat apparently Was 
vague, and even notv, law enforcement 
ofCdols disagree about whether Shriver 
is a danger to sodety- 
"In a case like this wc are dealing 
with an unsubstantiated rumor,” said 
Detective Corby Christensen of the Ada 
County Sheriffs Department. "Was it 
hearsay, was he blowing off steam? 
kzimvs vrtuse it came from?” 

Shriver himself denies having made 
any threat, according to his mother, 
Lorretta Shriver of Buhl. He says he 
loves children, she said. 


Shriver, 30, is a former Buhl man 
diagnosed with schizophrenia. He tvos 
arrested in 1991 after slotting his moth- 
cris arms with a kitchen knife. He was 
released from the Idaho State 
Penitentiaty on Aug. 27, after serving 
the full five years allowed under his 
sentence. 

A correctional officer, Rick Dickman, 
apparently told another law officer 
about Shriver’s threat, but the threat 
didn’t specify where he planned the 
attack, said Marie Comopis, spokesman 
for the Idaho Department of Correction. 

“He never said, ‘fm going to Twin 
Falls to do this,'” Camopis said. 

Word about the alleged threat was 
shared among bw enforcement agen- 
cies mostly tl^ugh a confidcnual bul- 
letin. But after Twn Falls County sher- 
iffs officers asked schools to watch out

In 
Raleigh, N.C., Fulmer said that 
would buy a two- or three-bed- 
room home in a nice, older part 
of town. 

In nearby Hailey, the average 
condominium sale price was 
under $92,000, but only two units 
have been sold this year. 

The Ketchum Gty Council has 
earmarked $840,000 t^ year for 
land acquisition, and the cash 
could be spent on affordable 


housing - though how far it 
would go in that real estate mar- 
ket is problematic 

Fulmer believes public-private 
partnerships and formation of a 
land or housing crust should be 
considered after land and hous- 
ing needs inventories are com- 
pleted. He has also spoken with 
the nonprofit Idaho Hoiuing and 
Finance Association about 
options for federal assistance. . 

And while that is unlikely in an 
affluent community like 
Ketchum, Fulmer said it is a step 
that must be taken in the drive to 
eventually accommodate the 
demand for affordable housing 
from the ordinary people who 
work in Ketchum but must live 
elsewhere. 

"Many people aren’t aware of 
the individuals who would be 
served," he said.

Still, there is no way to stop 
waste shipment into Idaho while 
Batt’s deal remains in force, 
Peavey says, since the deal calls for 
several dozen shipments every 
year through 2035. 

“If you really want to stop waste 
from being dumped here, you have 
to repeal that agreement.” he says. 

BuC'Batt’s allies counter chat 
Peavey’s approach also voids the 
court-enforced timetable for 
cleanup and removal of waste, 
leaving the state with no leverage 
to ever get the material moved 
Peavey and Rickards maintain 
the state really has no leverage on 
anything as it is.

COEUR cTALENE (AP) — The 
wildest ace of World War n would 
not have lived to tell the world of 
his exploits were it not for the 
benevolence of one of his captors 
at a secret Japanese prisoner of 
w^camp. 

Marine Col. Gregory “Pappy" 
Boyington led a group of rejects 
and mi^ts called the Black Sheep 
Squadron based out of the 
Solomon Islands in 1943 and 1944. 

Dubbed the “bad boy hero" of 
the Padhe Theatre, the high flying, 
hard drinking Coeur d’^ene 
nativ^e and Marine filter pilot 
who dotvned 28 Japanese Zeros, 
earned postwar fame through his 
best-selling memoirs entitled

$23,000. 

The pet shop then sold the' par- 
rots to unsuspecting breeders.

. ^Granted, alTpflhosc denominations will- . 
S still be around whdi I pronto my 
. reward. But die question that needs to be 
asked over and over is, how can the church 
develop a sense of mission even as it’s 
being dowly lowered into its grave. 

' Ihad lunch with a friend at work 

the other day and she talked about her con* 
gregadon and how the older people, the 
pioneers who have supported the congrega- 
tion for decades, try to block so many of 
the programs that might bring new life to 
the congregation. 

That is nearly a universal problem in 
Protestant denominations. Tlie fight is 
between the pioneers and the youngs fam- 
ilies.. 

Very often the pioneers want no change 
in the theology, practice, programs, pace or 
look of the congregation. 

That means people of color are not wel- 
come. That means that evangelism efforts 
are curtailed because, heaven forbid, a per- 
son of color might get invited to worship. 

But that is the only hope for some of 
these dying amgregations who have found 
themselves suddenly living in a diverse 
neighlwrhood. The young families want the 
church to be there 40 years from now with 
vital programs for their children. 

The pioneers can't see beyond their own 
death. They want to be buried from that 
church and they don’t much care what hap- 
pens after that. 

. And when the pioneers' get mad they 
’ usually go after the pastor. More clergy are 
getting beat up these days than ever 
before. That means pastors'are going to 
play, U safe. No bold moves, risky pro 

jects. No programs to breathe new life into 

■ ■ die congregation.' 

That means innovation and experimenta- 
tion will be left for the laity. And if they_ 
don’t do it, the mission -of the congre^oon 
dies. When that happens the doors of the 
church building might just as well be pad- 
Indeed forever. 

Because churches do not exist in a vacu- 
um but in rammuhity. Once Protestant ■ 
mainline denominations were like a pulsat- 
ing organism in the center of the communi- 
ty. • 

Now they are hanging onto the edge and 
many are just waiting for someone to come 
along, step on their fingers and seiyl them 
htirtUng into the abyss. 

; The key word is change. Protestants are 
doing something wrong; Maybe it’s the 
long-winded sermons or the music that 
refiects Christianity as it existed centimes 
ago. Perhaps the problem is our dark sanc- 
tuaries where joy is sucked up like water in 

a sponge. 

_The truth is, fewer and fewer people are 

"bu^HgTradltionnl faith. 

We have already lost a generation to sec- 
ularism and another generation is coming 
around the comer waking on the primrose 
' path. .

SALT LAKE CITY — Jack Richards 
hasn’t survived skin cancer, a perforat- 
ed ulcer, 11 surgeries and 80 years of 
lifeall 1^ himseli. 

Without the support of his family 
and a strong faith in God, the Orem res- 
ident attests, he nught not be in good 
health, today. , ■ 

Richards does visit a Salt Lake City 
rehabilitation center twice a week, but 
not because he has to. 

He wants to help those struggling 
• with illness or injury to find the same 
sdf-assuredness and peace of mind he 
relied on while recovering from his 
own physical woes. 

.f*Spiritual healing is part of the 
process of healing our body," said 
Richards, who works as a part-time 
chaplain at Hillside Rehabilitation 
Center in Salt Lake City. “That &ves 
us tomorrow to focus on." 

Richards is one of two Utahns 
. employed as part-time chaplains for 
ServiceMaster Rehabilitation, a nation- 
vnde, company that provides physical, 
occupational and speech therapy ser- .

“I try to get acquaint^ With cvetyone 
so I can &ve help to anyone who feels 
they need it. But most of my job is just

Long-term care facilities have tradi- 
tionally depended on the clergy to pr» 
vide spiritual guidance to their resi- 
dents, but actually hiring someone to 
provide religious counseling on a regu- 
lar boas is a fairly new idea.

Lives of ancient female spiritualists arouse modem interest

"0 fiery pirit, praise be to you 
who works in tympana and lutal” 
— Bllildc^rd of Bingen fiom 
“Hymn to the Holy Ghost" 

She was no shrinking violet 
walled up in a convent,, this 
earthy medieval mystic who 
wro?e songs and experienced 
soul^caring visions. ‘ 

In fact, Hildcgard of Bingen 
called herself “the trumpet of 
God." She began having visions 
at the age of five, but except for a 
■ few people, she “repressed ... in 
quiet silence" those experiences 
untilhcr40s. 

In a time when few women 
wrote more than an occasional- 
letter, Hildcgard’s writings 
exhibited wide learning. But that 
was nearly 800 years ago. 

Why is this Bcne^ctine nun 
who lived in a German cloister 
enjoying a renaissance almost a 
millennium after her death? 
Although her name is hardly a 
household word, Hildegard of 
Bingcn.is making.a-eomoback. • 
Her writings >- letters, visions, 
prophcdcs, song sequences, even 
a handbook on tnedidne — have 


'Spawned a scries of books, and 
her music can now be heard on 
several CDs. . 

Hildegard of Bingen is just one 
of number of female visionaries 
whose lives are ^ing scrutinized 
an3 studied? Sister Anne 
Stedman, prioress of Benct Hill 
Monastery, will present “The 
Mystical &^rience” on Oct 5, 
examining the lives of four 
medieval women mystics — 
Hildegard; Gertrude the Great; 

- Mechtild of Magdeburg: and 
Mecheild of Hackebome. 

For Stedman, Hildcgard's life 
is particularly illuminating 
because she believed so mudi in 
herself os a person. 

“In one of the symposiums I 
gave on Hildcgard'siUfc, some- 
one asked, 'Was she a feminist?’ I 
said 'No.’ Is she a liberated . 
woman? Yes. She wai a person 
being colled by God! It wasn’t 
man being called qy God or 
woman being called by God.” 

Others con relate to Hildegard 
because she put a1ot of emphasis 
on the cycles of the ctuih, caring 

- forthe earth, and ^e us^ many ~ 
images from nature to explain 
her visions. 

“Her art incorporates a lot of 


very nadve-type thing s — drdcs 
and wheels. She sort of tran- 
scends all religions and spiriro^- 
ty,” said Jody Winters, a publi- 
cist for Bear & Co., a mail-order 

- Santa Fe, whidi has been pub- 
lishing books about Hildegard 
since 1980. 

The visions Hildegard saw in 
her mind’s eye, she dioated to hg 
secretary. The result is a body of 
fantastic illustradons depicting 
everything from a four-winged fig- 
ure hol(^ the Lamb of God to 
the rdadon of man and universe. 

There’s a renaissance of 
Hildeg ard arul other female mys- 
tics because people are loold^ 
for a historical affirmation of the 
■feminine in the divine, said Caro! 
Neel, a history professor at 
Colorado College who teaches a 
course called “Women Saints and 
Mystics." 

Another female mystic who 
had visions, Julian of Norwich 
(1343-1413), a recluse amused to 
the. Church of St. Julian in 
Norwich,' England, also used 
examples'from nature ID explain' 
her revelations.' In one^instance, 
she talked about the universe as 
a hazelnut in the hand of God. 


Feminist scholars are quick to . 
note that Julian, a contemplative 
vdio wrote about divine lo^ fre- 
qucxuly spoke of Jesus as a nur- 
turing, loving “mother.” 

these women bccau» they’re 
bolting for spiritual experiences, 
said Jane Vennard, a clergy 
woman with the United Church 
of Christ who teaches prayer and 
spirituality at Ihe Iliff S«±ooI of 
Iheology in Denver.

Tradition behind ram’s horn harkens Jews

NEWPORT NEWS, Va. — Lee 
Malkin says he’ll never forget 
what it felt like 30 years ago 
'wheuftiis cousin handed him a 
ram’s horn, or shofar, and chal- 
lenged him to blow into the hol- 
low instrument for the first time. 

“My eyeballs jiist about 
popped out,’^ Malkin, now 39, 
said of his childhood experience 
tliree decades ago. “It was hard- 
to blow.” , 

Today, Malkin says blowing 
the shofar during Hi^i Holy Day 
observances at Adath Jeshurun 
Synagogue in Newport News 
takes more emotional e.xertion 
tlian physical strain. 

“In order to do it right, you' 
have to be completely alert, 
focused, relaxed, and have to be 
blowing it for ilic sake of God,” 

■ said Malkin, on Orthodox Jew. 

The_ sounding of the shofar is 

an integral part of the High Holy 
Days, which started with Rosh 
Hashana services at sundown 
Friday and concludes at the end 
of Yom Kippur on'Sept.-23. 

The days between RoSh 
Hashana and Yom Kippur mark 
a holy period of repentance, 
peacemaking and prayer. 

For many Jews,' the wailing. 


primitive moan of the shofar 
serves as a reminder of the need 
to seek repentance from the 
depths of one’s soul in prepara- 
tion for Yom Kippur, which is 
also known as the Day of 
Atonement. 

“It gives you a wake-up call 

• each year to moke the chnngt x; in 
your life tlidt you.need to make," 
said Rabbi Sylvia Scholnick of 
Temple Beth £1 in William^buig, 
■Va. 

Traditionally, the shofar is 
sounded on both days of Rosh 
Hashana to herald in the Jewish 
New Year. In fact, the Bible 
■ refers to Rosh Hashana as the 
“Yom Teruah," or the “day of 
blowing.” 

But since Rosh Hashana be^hs 
on the sabbath this year, the sho- 

• far will .be blown only on the sec- 
ond day of the holiday, Sunday, 
Malkin said. To preserve the sab- 

_ jjath as a day of rest, Jewi^ law 
■* prohibits carrying items — even 
religious objects like the shofar 
— from a private place into a 
public place from sunset Friday 
to sunset Saturday, Molitin said. 

The shofar is a simple instru- 
ment that normally produces 
only three notes. But the ram’s 
horn is steeped with religious 
and historical ri^ificaiicc that 


dates back at least 3,000 years. 

The shofar symbolizes the ram 
that Abraham sacrificed after 
God relieved him of IcilUog his 
son Isaac as a religious test of 
fititb, according to the Bible. 

The Bible alro states that the 
sliofar was sounded when (^d 
presented Moses with the 10 
Commandments and made a 
covenant with the people of 
.Israel at Mount Sinai. In early 
Judaism, the shofiir was sounded 
three times every morning to 
summon worshipers to the 
Temple, Scholnick said 
“^fore telephones, faxes and . 
e-moU, the shbfar was the anrient 
communication tool," Scholnick 
said 

In biblical Hnwx, shofar blasts 
often announced the beginning 
of military battles. Eariy rabbis 
^k extra precautions to moke 
sure the sounding of the ^ofar 
during religious observances dd 
not mislead ruling govermnrats 
mto thinking that a rebellion was 
being launched 
Today, the rich tradition 
behind the shofar many 

Jews back to their ancestral 
roots. 

Heidi Bloch, a lifclohg member 
of Temple. Sinai in Newport 
News, says hearing the shofar 


blast makes her appreciate how 
her ancestors cairi^ on the tra- 
ditions that she now express^ ' 
fircclytoday. 

. The patterns of shofar blasts 
during High Holy Day obser- 
vances also evoke an emotional 
reaction. According to some 
interpretations, the three pat- 
terns of shofar blasts represent 
various aies for forgiveness firom 
God: 

• the tdoab, a long blast, sym- 
bolizes the waB of a teby; 

• the shevarim, three ?hort 
blasts, symbolizes the sigh of a 
brokenbean; 

• and the teni’ab, nine short 
notes, symbolizes the whimper- 
ing of a weeping souL When the 
shofar is sounded during the 
Rosh Hashana service, each 
sequence of short or broken 
blasts must be flanked by two 
long blasts, or tcltiahs, Scholnick 

ctiH. 

“The message is, we begin

Christian school serves troubled yduth 


EUREKA, Wash. — The teen- 
ager from Idaho said he “didn’t 
have much motivation,” so he 
wasn’t getting his schoolwork 
-done. Sometimes he forgot to 
nmi in work he had done.

But Jarod Reeve, IS, said he

A cafeteria and dormitories that

Northwest, are sdieduled for com- ' 
plcdon by November. 

Planned for completion by the 
end of the year are the perma- 
nent school building a eburdt, 16 
staff houses, livestock barns and 
other agricultural facilities. If 
future enrollment warrants and 
funds ore available, dorm space 
could be increased to bouse a 
total of 200 youths. 

The impetus for all of this is a 
desire to provide a nondenomina- 
tional Christian education for 
kids “absolutely not making it, 
who are in danger of losing it 
completely,” Ralph Broetje said. 
Some simply don’t fit in public 
schools, some are on probation

The Jubilee Youth Ranch is 
eight miles northeast of Vista 
Hermosa, the housiDg complex 
that Broetje developed more 
than three years ago for familiivi 
who work in the surrounding 
orchard that fans out from the 
Snake River.

D^d Heads went on, and for a 
moment or two, we were tpmptfwt 
to celebrate our past, to put on

The 1960s haunt boomers like 
me, I think, because their Zeit- 
geist contained Franciscan 
ideals. Sex, drugs and rock V roll 
went'on and on and were easily 
accommodated'within the old 
establishment patterns.

Eastwood, David Lynch and John 
Woo.

Lou Donoff, assistant manager at 
Another Universe comic book 
note in Washington, sajs that he's 
noticed the comic's readership is 
“very broad," spanning the genera- 
tions — from twentysomethings 
who wear all black, to 40- to M- 
year-olds who "just don’t care 
about Superman or Lois Lone any- 
more." The store typically sells out 
its 40 to 50 copies of “Prradier" in 
less than a week. DC says the 
comic sells 50,000 to 100,000 issues 
nationally evtay month. 

To some, the comic book's treat- 
ment of religion might seem like 
the ultimate blasphent)^ God quits. 
Jesus fakes his crudCxion. Hcara 
looks like a factory. The hero, a 
man of the collar, doesn't have a 
problem tipping tuck a few pitch- 
ers or getting into a barroom 
brawl r . 

But the comic book is not an 
atheist manifesto, Ermis says. He

In reading *‘Letters and 
Papers freon Prison* and other 
Bmthoeffer books in the 197t)s, 
Glazener not only recover^ 
her fozth but also discovered a 
vocation that has consumed 
mt^ of her life since then.
